A Kentucky farmer 
Binds five hogsheads of tobacco or a hundred 
barrels of pork to Liverpool, and sells them at 
fair prices; hi gjts his money, and is ready to 
purchase what ho wants , and come home 
finds that ha can buy there at half the cost ho 
can in Hoston. Cdicoes whicli cost ten cents 
a yard there, sell for twenty in Iloston, but 
yet when our Kentucky farnur looks at our 
castom-housecharg-.'s, hi finds that ha cannot 
bring these cheap English goods home wilh 
him, for he must p.\y aduty at the Xew York 
or Boston custom housj which i.s' greater than 
the ddferenca between the price in Liverix)ol 
and this country, and so at last he is f irccd 
to return home, and give New England twice 
th? amount the goods and morcliaiiJi.se would 
have cost him in Eiiropo. 

These are the workings of our tariff, and 
wo do n it wondor that Wilson and Siimner 
anJ all Ma.s.sachusetts and lihode Island are 
endeavoring to keep out the Kepresciitatives 
from the .Southern States. They know that 
the great Northwest is already groaning under 
the bunions of this enormous taritl'; the mut- 
terings of its people are heard afar oil", and the 
South i)ud Wust, idontifijd by one comiuoii 
bond of interest, will, when their voices can 
be fairly hcaid in the councils of the nation, 
repeal these unjust seclionul and iiii(|uitous 
laws.
